“restricted in’. movement.” as made 
in the book ““Gieorgia Nigger,’ by John!

Spivak's book was recently made 
the basis of an accusation of undue 
cruelty to convicts in Georgia, made 
by a group of 12 prominent Ameri- 
cans on behalf of the American Civy 
Liberties Union. 

“There bas never been a spike or 
any extreme encumbrance put on a 
man under me,” says Mr. Tucker. 
“Occasionally I have to discipline a} 
man but it is done in a humane way. 
and in extreme cases they are double- 
'shackled with the shackles made out 
of light chains. At times we have

They bear the name of one of 
the most famous of all cycling families—Walthour. The more 
blond is Bobby Jr., son of the famous rider, whose name he car- 
ries on. Thirty-odd years ago in Atlanta, Bobby Walthour Sr. 
eloped with a Georgia belle on a tandem bicycle. The story made 
the front pages all over the world, and was the inspiration for 
the song hit, ‘‘A Bicycle Built for Two.” Three decades ago Bob- 
by Walthour was more of a hero in Atlanta than Bobby Jones is 
now. The town of Walthourville, Ga., is a monument to his fame. 
Bobby Sr. had a twin brother, Jimmy, who, though a professional 
bike rider, never was as successful as Bobby.
